HARTMAN HITS 
POLE AS CAR 
SKIDS SUNDAY 


Harry L. Hartman, 17. 36 Hac- 


over St., suffered a laceration of 
the lip and possible chest and 
knee injuries when a car he was 
operating 
on Wainwrigat Ave. 


Ext. skidded on the curve at Kee- 
fauver School and crashed into a 
Metropolitan Edison Co. pole. 


The accident occurred at 5:10 


o'clock Sunday afternoon. Ponce 
estimated damage to the car 
owned by Hartman's parents.

Wallace Sees

WASHINGTON (AP) — Gov. 


George Wallace of Alabama said 
today that inept handling of ra- 
cial problems by the Kennedy ad- 
ministration has resulted in "a 
nation torn by strife and turmoil 
on the brink of civil warfare." 


Wallace 
who failed 
in 
his 


"schoolroom door" stand against 
integration at the University of 
Alabama, said that, if Congress 
passes a public accommodations 
bill, "you should make prepara- 
tions to withdraw all our troops 
from Berlin, Viet Nam and the 
rest of the world because they 
will be needed to police Ameri- 
ca. 


Wallace's remarks were in a 


statement prepared for the Sen- 
ate Commerce Committee. It re- 
sumed hearings today on one of 
the seven points in President Ken- 
nedy's civil rights program—a 
bill prohibiting racial discrimina- 
tion in such public facilities as 
restaurants and hotels.

Wallace said Americans "are 


not' going to comply with this 
type legislation." and he labeled 
the rest of Kennedy's civil rights 
program "equally abominable." 


"A President who sponsors leg 


islation such as the civil rights 
act of 1963 should be retired from 
office."' Wallace said, predicting 
that Kennedy will learn in the 
1964 elec!ion "it is not politically 
popular to send 'troops) to Ala 
bama and Mississippi."

Boehm prepared his plan after 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that j 
required religious rituals, such as 
Bible reading in public schools.

"Since religion is indigenous to 
our culture." Boehm said in a I 
statem ent, "w e believe we can 
come to a satisfactory solution of 
the problems ahead if we avoid 
religious 
ritual 
in 
the 
public 
schools, if we avoid promoting the I 
interest of any one religion or of 
all religions and if we. in a broad 
sense, treat objectively the role j 
and significance of religion in our I 
history and literature.

"By so ikung. we can fulfill in 
great m easure our responsibility 
for inculcating moi a 1 and spiritu­ 
al values. 
"A scholarly and objective con­ 
sideration of religion as it appears 
in the context of the curriculum , 
in spite of a variety of lim ita­ 
tions, is to be encouraged."

Boehm prepared his plan after i 


the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that | 
required religious rituals, such as 
Bible reading in public schools, 
were unconstitutional. 


"Since religion is indigenous to 


our culture." Boehm said in a 
statement, "we behe\e we can 
come to a satisfactory solution of 
the problems ahead if we a\cid 
religious ntual :n the public 
schools, if we a\oid promoting the 
interest of any one religion or of 
all religions and if we. in a broad 
sense, treat objectively the role 
and significance of religion in our 
historv and literature. 
FILL RESPONSIBILITY 


"By so doing, we can fulfill in 


great measure our responsibility 
for inculcating moral and spiritu- 
al values. 


"A scholarly and objective con- 


sideration of religion as it appears 
in the context of the curriculum, 


spite of a variety of limita- 


tions, is to be encouraged." 


Boehm said the church and 


home also "have responsibilities 
far transcending the schools'" in 
the moral education of children. 
LEARN MAJOR TENETS 


"Students at school can, how- 


ever, learn some of the major 
tenets of the great religions of 
the world," he said. "Teaching 
about religion and the role of re- 
ligion in literature, history and 
the arts can help to determine at- 
titudes; it can help to reduce re- 
ligious prejudice." 


Boehm noted that elimination of 


religious prejudice was one of the 
objectives contained ia the state's 
widely-acclaimed intergroup edu- 
cation program in 1962. The pro- 
gram was a guide for introducing 
tolerance into school Me.
